SOME THOUGHTS FOR OUR 
CONSIDERATION 


M. S. Lemons 

Much is being said about 
churches in these days of peril, 
division, and disappointment. 
For this cause | am giving it a 
few moments of thought. It is 
said that there are about seven 
hundred bodies of people in the 
world called churches. There- 
fore the people are very badly 
divided, and in many instances, 
they are greatly grieved at each 
other. But it will be remembered 
that for three hundred years 
after Christ, there was no 
church but the “Church of God.” 
After this the Catholics came in 
full power and ruied the entire 
world for the space of 1260 
ears, during which time there 
vas no organization. Latev, 
Knox and Fox and Luther began 
the reformation. 

There are now among us as 
Pentecostal people, a_ varied 
number of disordered Christians 


, known as churches, all of which 


have almost the same doctrine, 
only a little variation. The great 
est division among these people 
is the names of their different 
churches, which has been given 
by their leaders. It seems that 
the names or titles of these 

urches is the greatest reasoi 
for the division. This surely is 
the time for the “MYSTERY, 
BABYLON THE GREAT, THE 
MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND 
THE ABOMINATION OF THE 
EARTH, to present herself. 
(Rev. 17:5.) The angel said, ‘l 
saw a woman sit upon a scariet 
colored beast, full of NAMES 
OF BLASPHEMY, having seven 
heads and ten horns.’”’ Now we 
know that the beast is said to 
be the original Catholic church, 
but the “names” could not b 
her, but those that came out 
from her. All of the Bible teach- 
ers and especially allthe cdm 
mentators on Revelation, have 
fully agreed that the “names” 
are the different churches. For 
this one reason alone I would 
be afraid to take any title other 
than the literal quotation in the 
Word. “The Church of God.” 


)f recent years there hav: 
een a number of organization: 
called churches, with various ti- 
tles. Namely, The Pentecostal 
ifoliness church, The Fire-bap- 
tized church, The Church of God 
in Christ, The Apostolic church, 
The Apostolic’ churches of 
Christ, and some others that I 
am not aquainted with. 1% 
different titles called churches 
are mostly among people who 
claim to have the baptisin with 
the Holy Ghost. You will remein- 
ber however, that the Word says, 
“That whereas there is among 
you envy and strife and djvision, 
are ye not carnal, and walk as 
men?” So it is easy to see that 
sin is at the bottom of the whok 
~iratter. No one but the evi! one 
vould desire to cause such di 
ision. And again the Word says, 
“Where envy and strife is, there 
is confusion ahd every evil 
work.” 

Now it is plainly seen that some 
one is very wrong, and if 
we wait until the judgment day, 
some body will go to hell, for if 
“every evil work” is in there, it 
will be too late to pray. Such 
works will never be able to stand 
the fires of God’s judgment. In 
John 17, Jesus prayed, “Father, 
I want them to be “one” as we 
are.” Those who cause such di- 
visions will never be able to face 
those truths atthe judgment 
bar of God with joy. There is 
one more Scripture that presents 
itself to my mind, and you may 
count it for'what you think it 
is worth. John said, in speaking 
to us of the last days, which 
are these in which we live today, 
“Little children, it is the last 
time: and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now 
are there many  antichrists; 
Whereby we know that it is the

last time. They went out from 
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us; for if they had been of us, 
they would no doubt have con- 
tinued with us: but they went 
out, that they might be made 
manifest that they were not all 
of us.” (1 John 2:18,19.) These 
lines of prophecy could not have 
been for John’s day, for he 
would not have said that he was 
living in the last time. These 
things are for us. I would be 
glad to advise all our friends, 
and especially those who know 
we love them, to be sure that 
they know they are right before 
they make any rash actions. It 
must be remembered that there 
were no organizations in John’s 
day for people to join. They did’ 
not do that way in his day. He 
surely is prophesying of our day.

The Church of God is the only 
recognized church in the Holy 
Writ.

It is of divine ori- 
ginality and has been approved 
of God for many centuries. Some 
one has said that God does not 
care if we do appropriate names 
to suit ourselvesj but this surely 
could not be ttue, else God 
would not havej warned us ¢ 
gainst such. 


The Church of God with head 
quarters at Cleveland; Tennes- 
see, is the one recognized by the 
government of America, 
cannot be chartered, There is 
one other church in America 
called the Church of God with 
the title “saints” attached to it, 
and some other doctrines which 
are different from the real 
church that was so recognized 
by the early saints. Namely 
they do not believe in the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost,  evi- 


denced with speaking in other 
tongues. But this one cannot 
affect the real Church of God 


We are the only recognized 
Church of God” in America o 
be world, and I am sure 
could equally say the only ree 
ognized church in heaven. 


The title given by God Himself 
is the only one that He will rec- 
The title “Apostolic” -is 
in reference to the apostles and 
gives no honor to Him who died 
for us. The Apostolies lived 1300 
years after Christ. The founder 
of this church was killed about 
that time, his name was Sugar- 
elli. They wore long hair and 
had varied forms of dress. It is 
very plain that the authors of 
the titles of churches will be en- 
tirely responsible for same, and 
all will stand a chance of receiv- 
ing a very grave reproof from 
Him who said, “Let God be true 
and every man a liar.” Again he 
says, “Add thou not unto his 
vords, lest he reprove thee, and 
thou be found a liar.” (Prov. 39: 
6.) These truths will be hard 
cutting swords to pass’ before 
any one get through 
the pearly gates. lam so glad 
that I will not have to face any 
of them. The soul intentions of 
such titles is to draw men away 
from the real “Church of God.” 
Once upon a time it became an 
offence to sell beer and the 
manufacturers made what they 
‘alled near beer. If it had been 
the real thing they would have 
called it “heer,” but it was only 
a substitute for the real. Well, 
anything. will do for some peo- 
ple. The government of America 
has what they call “legal ten- 
der,” a currency that is worth 
one hundred cents on the dollar. 
At the same time there are some 
counterfeiters who are circulat- 
ing a currency that is nearly like 
the legal tender but is not worth 
one cent on ten thousand dol- 
lars. It would not pass in any 
country as legal. The judgment 
day alone will be able to tell 
what estimation God will put on 
the old “Church of God.”
